Russian ‘bungles 
espionage bid’ 


LONDON {AP}. — The Soviet air 
attache in London hes been recalled 
to Moscow after a bungled attempt to 
recruit an Egyptian official as a spy, 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

The attache, Col. Ivan Shport, 
went back to Rusaia last month on 
leave. The Soviet Embassy later in- 
formed the British Government that 
Shport and his wife had left for 
good. 

In Moscow, the Soviet Union an- 
mounced yesterday it had expelled a 
Chinese diplomat for attempting to 
obtain espionage information. The 
official news agency Tass added that 
an “emphatic protest” was made to 
the Chinese Ambassador in Moscow. 

The charges were parallel to those 
lodged by the Chinese Foreign Min- 
istry against five Soviets expelled by 
Peking on Saturday. (How China 
caught the spies, page δ).

GENEVA (Reuter). — The Inter- 
national Committee of the Red Cross 
hes accused the countries involved 
in the Middle Hast conflict of ignor- 
ing their humanitarian obligations 
and failing to observe the Geneva 
conventions on the treatment of 
prisoners-of-war, 

In a letter sent to the 135 coun- 
tries which signed the four conven- 
tions in 1949, ICRC President Bric 
Martin and Executive Council Presi- 
dent Roger Gallopin said, “The com- 
petent authorities are all too often 
making reciprocity a condition for 
the application of the conventions. 


“This ἐᾷ equivalent, in prevailing 
circumstances, to the exercise of re- 
prisais. They elso make the accom- 
plishment of their humanitarian obli- 
gations subject to political and mili- 
tary demands which are alien to the 
Geneva conventions.” 


The committee did not specify 
which countries it was criticizing, 
but Red Cross sources said the let- 
ter followed lack of nse to re- 
quests to Syria, Israel and Egypt.

Ombudsman ™ 


submits 
his report 


Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent. 
The Second Annual Report of the 
Commissioner of Public Complaints 
(the Ombudsman) was formally 
tabled in the Knesset yesterday by 
Dr. L E. Nebenzehl, who 
State Comptroller and Ombudsman. 
The Knesset session was cancelled 
owing to weather conditions, but; 
“Our report is on every Member's 
desk,” an official of the Commigsion 
told The Jerusalem Post last night. 
The document is based on com- 
plaints submitted by private per- 
sons, all of which are investigated. 
Of 10,212 complaints received dur- 
ing the year ending September 1973, 
3,450 were copies of letters sent to 
individual Government departments. 
“These do not concern us, unless 
the person does not find satisfaction 
and appeals to the Ombudsman. 
Nevertheless we pass the infor- 
mation straightaway to the State 
Comptroller (who is the Ombuds- 
man under another name), for his 
attention when reviewing the work 
of Ministries and Government in- 
stitutions,” the official said. 


The report will be passed to the ἢ 
Knesset’s House Committee for de- 


tailed study, after which it will be 
brought back to the plenum, with 
the committee’s recommendations. 
Following last year’s precedent, 
the committee will probably pick out 
of the report a number of particu- 
Jarly flagrant caseg of inefficiency 
or abuse, and will scan them in 
the presence of Dr. Nebenzaehl,- Mr. 
Gershon Avner (who heads the 
Commission. under the Ombudman) 
and representatives of the Ministry 
or other Government body which is 
the object of the criticism.

WASHINGTON (INA). — Sec-

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT IS BOLDER 


The Second Annual Report of the Ombudsman’s 
Department in the State Comptroller’s Office is a 
bolder and more far-reaching document than its pre- 
decessor, indicating that this still-new service is find- 
ing its feet. The first report confined itself to remedy- 
ing individual abuses. The second tackles problems at 
the root. Details are given by the Post’s economic 
correspondent, DAVID KRIVINE, in this first of

Many complaints are directed 
against the Ministry of Immi- 
grant Absorption, and the report 
Summarises its impressions about 
this problem-area in a section 
which deserves to be quoted in 
full. The report says: 

“Tt is natural that when the 
Voiume of immigration is large, 
there tends to be an increase in 
Strictures against the absorption 
services, and in particular the 
Immigrant Absorption Ministry. 
Most accusations come from set- 
ftlers originating in the affinent 
societies of the West. They con- 
¢ern all phases of administrative 
procedure, and reveal sbortcom- 
ings which unfortunately are not 
unfamiliar in rélations between 
the administration and the public 
in general 

“Admittedly, the bitter tone 
of these reproaches is commonly 
influenced by the vulnerable po- 
sition of a person in the process 
of moving from one society to an- 
ather. Also proper credit 15 not 
always given for the assistance 
provided to immigrants in a coun- 
try whose resources are limited. 
Nevertheless, there are a number 
of criticisms that keep recurring, 
and they include the following: 
partia] or inaccurate information 
about the immigrants’ rights; 
lack of knowledge or clarity 
(among the officials themselves) 
about the criteria used; reluctance 
to let the immigrants know about 
these criteria or about the ac- 
cepted administrative procedures: 
inexact promises nade and then 
not carried out; no explanations 
given when rejecting applica- 
tion.” 


Absorption Ministry 
on the firing line 


Thus an immigrant, married to 
an Israeli and living in a rented 
room in Jerusalem, put in for a 
flat (in Jerusalem) in January 
1972. The application was only 
dealt with on June 5 -- and was 
turned down. A new regulation 
had come into force on June 1, 
limiting “mixed” couples to the 
choice either of a flat in a deve- 
lopment area, or a housing loan. 


The Ombudsman persuaded the 
Minletry that it cannot penalize 
2 citizen for its own inordinate 
delays; and the immigrant got 
his flat. 


A returning Israeli, entitled to 
2 housing loan within a year, put 
in for ἃ loan, in good time; but 
meanwhile the flat he wanted 
ceased to be available, He there- 
fore decided to build his own. The 
Absorption Ministry requested do- 
cuments, attestations, which took 
time. In due course they sug- 
gested he make a new application 
-- which they then turned down, 
because meanwhile more than 8 
year had elapsed. 


The Ombudsman intervened, and 
asked for the case to be reviewed. 
The appeals committee did so, and 
confirmed the negative decision. 
The Ombudsman stuck his heels 
in. The mar got his loan. 


A couple were advanced 1L1,230 
to finance an ulpan course. They 
were told that if they settled in 
the country, the loan would be- 
come a grant. When the time 
came, it was found that there was 
no provision for making a grant.

HE Ombudsman received 10,212 
complaints during the year 5733 
(September 1972 t0 September 1973), 
of which 887 concerned organiza- 
tions not subject to public enquiry. 
But the Ombudsman did mot leave it 
at that. There are a mumber of bo- 
dies which belong to mon-Govern- 
Tental organizations, yet are pub- 
Uc services all the same, like the 
sick funds, bus cooperatives, insur- 
ance companies, pension funds, 
banks, and gas companies. 


It was therefore decided to trams- 


. fer complaints in this area to the 
-velevant Government departments, 


and to keep informed about the fol- 
low-up. Correspondence concerning 
sick funds is forwarded to the Health 
Ministry; bus services ἕο the Trans- 
port Ministry; insurance, pension or 
savings to the Controller of Savings 
and Insurance in the Treasury; 
banks to the Examiner of Banks; 
other matters to the Controller of 
Road Transport, the Controller of 
Garages, the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry.

He Complaints deals with depo- 
sitions from individuals who have an 
axe to grind, many of the cases raise 
issues which are central to the prob- 
lem of good administration in Israel. 
One concerns public tenders. 

A tender wes put out concerning 
the installation of an internal tele- 
phone system in a Treasury office 
in Jerusalem. One of the conditions 
was that any particular conversa- 
tion should not be overheard by other 
users who happen to lift the receiver. 
A certain firm put in an estimate, 
did not win the bid — yet discovered 
that the system which was Instalied 
did not provide secrecy for each line, 
as specified in the tender. 

The Ombudsman found that nei- 
ther the officials dealing with the 
contract nor the tenders committee 
had sufficient technical knowledge to 
understand what their own specifi- 
cations imped, or to realize the 
differences between the systems sub- 
mitted by competing applicants. 
They gave the contract to the bidder 
who appeared to ask the lowest 
price, although if account 15 taken 
of the fact that this system does not 
provide secrecy, the price was high, 
net low, And indeed, the Ministry 
refused to pay up when it sew what 
had been installed. 

The Ombudsman concluded that 
the officials who had drafted the 
tender and the members of the ten- 
ders committee were guilty of “neg- 
ligence and improper performance of 
their job." He reported the matter 
to the Attorney-General, querying 
whether legal action should not be 
taken. He also pointed out to the 
Atecountant-General that a breach 
had been committed of the regula- 
tions — which require the appoint- 
ment of technically qualified per-

When the Ombudsman inter- 
vened, the Army took the matter 
seriously enough to appoint a 
committee of enquiry.

(to avoid a recurrence), and a 
handbook was printed, indicating 
the rights and obligations that 
arise when a private vehicle ts 
called into service. Compensa- 
tions for damaging alterations 
will iv future be determined by an 
impartial assessor.
